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NEWS  OF 

Increased  Benefit  Rates. — The  Minister 
H  Labour  and  National  Service,  in  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  (Increase^  of 
Benefit)  Act,  1944  (Commencement)  Order, 
1944  (S.  &  R.  O.,  1944,  No.  1225),  appointed 
November  2  as  the  date  on  which  increased 
unemployment  benefit  rates  came  into 
operation. 

Postal  Service  to  Italy. — -The  civil  postal 
service  with  Italy  has  now  been  extended 
|to  the  provinces  of  Terni,  Viterbo,  Ascoli, 
Macerata  and  Grosseto.  The  service  is 
limited  to  unregistered  letters,  not  exceed- 
ing 2  oz.  in  weight,  and  postcards.  No  air 
mail,  money  order  or  parcel  post  facilities 
are  at  present  available. 

Parcel  Post  to  China. — Uninsured  parcels 
not  exceeding  4  lb.  in  weight  may  now  be 
sent  by  post  to  places  in  the  provinces  of 
Hunan,  Kansu,  Kwangsi,  Kweichow,  Shensi, 
Sinkiang,  Szechwan  and  Yunnan,  China, 
provided  that  the  senders  hold  a  censorship 
permit,  and  that  export  licensing  and 
currency-control  regulations  are  complied 
with. 


rHE  WEEK 

Postal  Service  to  France. — The  postal 
service  to  France  has  been  extended  to 
include  private  and  business  letters  not 
exceeding  1  oz.  For  the  present,  business 
letters  are  restricted  to  those  ascertaining 
facts  and  exchanging  information.  The 
service  is  available  to  the  whole  of  France 
except  the  Departments  of  Meuse,  Meurthe- 
et-Moselle,  Vosges,  Haute-Saone,  Doubs, 
Moselle,  Bas-Rhin,  Haut-Rhin  and  the 
territory  of  Belfort.  The  rates  are  :  Letters, 
3d. ;  postcards,  2d.  Correspondence  is  not 
accepted  for  registration,  insurance  or 
express  delivery,  and  no  air  mail,  money 
order  or  parcel  post  service  is  available. 

Exports  to  Iceland. — The  Board  of  Trade 
announces  that  arrangements  for  exporting 
goods  to  Iceland  have  been  modified. 
Applications  for  licences  for  goods  other 
than  those  listed  (see  below)  will  be 
considered  more  freely,  although  shortage 
of  supply  or  other  circumstances  may 
render  it  impossible  to  issue  licences  in 
some  instances.  Licences  for  the  classes 
listed   (apart  from  articles  which  do  not 
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normally  require  licences)  will  be  granted 
only  in  exceptional  circumstances.  The  list 
includes :  Spices  (except  cloves,  ginger, 
mustard  seed,  paprika,  pepper,  all-spice 
(pimento),  cardamoms  and  flavourings) ; 
animal  oils  and  fats  (except  hardened  whale 
oil),  vegetable  oils,  ceresin  wax,  synthetic 
wax,  boiled  oils,  fatty  acids,  glycerin, 
soap  and  shaving  cream ;  fertilisers 
(ammonium  sulphate,  calcium  cyanamide, 
ammonium  phosphate,  16-20  per  cent., 
ammonium  phosphate,  11-48  per  cent., 
potassium  chloride,  potassium  sulphate)  ; 
rubber  goods  (except  bicycle  tyres  and 
tubes)  ;  electro-medical  instruments,  in- 
cluding ultra-violet  lamps  and  rontgen  and 
diatherm  instruments ;  medical,  surgical, 
dental  and  optical  instruments;  hospital 
bedsteads  of  metal ;  hearing-aid  equipment. 

Edinburgh   Dermatology   Endowment. — 

A  gift  of  ^70,000  has  been  made  to  Edin- 
burgh University  by  Sir  Robert  McVitie 
Grant  to  establish  a  chair  of  dermatology, 
the  first  of  its  kind  in  Britain. 

Liverpool  Child  Health  Department. — A 

new  department  of  child  health  in  Liverpool 
has  been  established  under  the  joint  aus- 
pices of  the  City  Council,  the  University, 
and  voluntary  hospitals  in  Merseyside. 

Chemistry  Fellowships  Grant. — Oxford 
University  has  accepted  an  offer  made 
by  Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  to 
pay  to  the  University  a  sum  of  ^7,200 
annually  for  seven  years  to  establish  re- 
search fellowships  in  chemistry  or  physics. 

Aberdeen  Closing  Hours.— The  Burgh 
Insurance  Committee  has  given  permission 
to  thirty  pharmacists  to  close  their  pre- 
mises at  lunch-time,  provided  suitable 
arrangements  are  made  for  other  chemists 
in  the  district  to  dispense  prescriptions. 

Carbide  Explosion  Death. — A  fifteen-year- 
old  Greenock  boy  was  fatally  injured  while 
playing  with  a  tin  containing  calcium 
carbide,  which  he  and  another  boy  found  in 
a  shipyard,  transferring  the  contents  to  a 
bottle,  which  they  filled  with  water  and 
corked. 

Calf  Vaccination  Scheme. — Registered 
dairy  farmers  are  being  informed  of  a 
voluntary  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of 
heifer  calves  against  contagious  abortion 
that  will  come  into  operation  on  December  1 
The  vaccination  will  be  carried  out  when 
a  veterinary  inspector  visits  the  farm  for 
the  purpose  of  inspecting  a  dairy' herd,  and 
the  charge  to  the  farmer  will  be  ts.  per  calf. 


Eire  Examination  Results. — The  following 
candidates  were  successful  in  the  October 
Licence  examination  held  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland :  Ethna  M.  M.~ 
Geraghty  (with  Honours) ;  Sheila  Barry, 
James  Byrne,  Patrick  Joseph  Currivan, 
Charles  Gerard  Donelan,  Michael  Leahy, 
Brendan  O'Connor,  Nora  O'Malley,  Annie 
Christina  Pilkington,  Annie  Josephine 
Tierney. 

Key  Men  in  the  Forces. — Mr.  F.  Adamson 
(a  member  of  Liverpool  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce) told  the  Chamber  on  October  31 
that  unless  firms'  key  men,  reserved  to  the 
last,  were  demobilised  first,  there  was  no 
hope  of  raising  exports  to  150  per  cent,  of 
pre-war,  as  demanded  by  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer.  The  Chamber  turned 
down  a  proposal  that  the  Government 
should  be  pressed  to  release  key  export  men. 

Canteen   Prices  for  Tooth-powder. — An 

India  Office  spokesman,  answering  Lord 
Strabolgi's  statement  in  the  House  of  Lords 
recently  that  Service  personnel  in  India 
were  sometimes  charged  7s.  6d.  for  a  tin 
of  tooth-powder,  made  a  statement  that 
the  military  canteens  were  run  under  the 
control  of  the  Government  of  India.  For 
the  past  year  at  least,  a  sufficient  supply  of 
the  personal  needs  of  all  troops  of  well 
known  brands  of  tooth-paste  and  powder 
had  been  available  at  prices  from  is.  o£d 
to  3s.  2d. 

Surrey  War  Funds  Contributions. — The 

county   of   Surrey   Pharmaceutical  Com 
mittee  has  applied  the  ' '  penny  in  the  £ 
scheme  to  chemist  contractors  under  the 
National  Health  Insurance  scheme  in  the 
county.    Chemists  have  been  given  the 
option   of   subscribing  simultaneously  t 
the  War  Aid  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutica 
Society  and  the  War  Distress  Fund  o 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  or  of 
having  their  deductions  allocated  to  on 
fund  exclusively.   Deductions  for  the  first 
six  months  of  1944  have  resulted  in  the 
following  amounts  being  sent  to  the  Funds 
War  Aid  Fund,  ^78   16s.  ;    War  Distres 
Fund,  ^84  9s. 

Branch    Representatives'    Meeting. — An 

account  of  the  meeting  of  branch  representa 
tives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  held 
in  London  on  November  2,  appeared  subse 
quently  in  organs  of  the  national  Press 
According  to  the  report,  the  president  (Mr 
F.  G.  Wells),  after  describing  the  functions 
of  a  proposed  Central  Pharmacy  Board 
explained  that  the  joint  committee  o 
pharmaceutical  organisations  had  drawn  up 
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recommendation's  on  the  basis  that  the  main 
.service  should  be  given  by  chemists  acting 
as  contractors  to  the  Board,  which  would  act 
in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Ministry.  So 
far,  no  report  of  the  meeting  has  been 
released  to  the  pharmaceutical  Press. 
(Editorial  comment,  p.  509.)

Brighton  Address  on  Sugars. — Brighton 
and  Hove  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  October  17  listened  to  a  lecture 
yby  Mr.  F.  J.  Conduit,  Ph.C,  on  "The 
Sugars  in  .Nutrition."  The  function  of 
carbohydrates  in  nutrition,  he  said,  was  to 
maintain  the  body  temperature  at  98-4°  F. 
The  principal  activity  of  sugars  was  to 
burn  up  fats ;  if  sugars  were  short,  fats 
were  insufficiently  consumed.  When  sugar 
first  began  to  leak  past  the  kidneys  was 
the  point  at  which  to  get  the  first  test 
result  ;  if  a  patient  had  0-18  of  sugar  in 
the  blood  six  to  eight  hours  after  a  meal, 
and  2-5  directly  after  a  meal,  the  diagnosis 
was  diabetes.  Questions  were  asked  by 
Messrs.  D.  Hudson,  C.  Brum  well,  F.  Lewis 
Watson,  S.  George,  and  others,  and  a  vote 
of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Hudson  and 
Mr.  F.  A.  Thomas. 

Doctors'  Demobilisation  Plan. — The  Cen- 
tral Medical  War  Committee  has  published 
a  statement  dealing  with  the  demobilisation 
of  medical  practitioners  from  military 
service  and  their  reinstatement  in  civilian 
*life.  The  plan  recommends  that  the  recruit- 
ment of  young  doctors  should  continue, 
that  facilities  should  be  provided  for  de- 
mobilised doctors  to  gain  experience  in 
hospital  work,  and  to  receive  financial  help 
when  it  is  necessary  to  continue  an  inter- 
rupted education.  Particular  care  will  have 
to  be  given,  the  memorandum  states,  to 
the  needs  of  medical  schools  and  associated 


hospitals,  so  that  the  teaching  of  under- 
graduates is  not  allowed  to  suffer  by 
prolonged  absence  of  teachers.  For  the  rest, 
the  majority  of  doctors  in  the  Forces  will 
come  into  Class  A  of  the  White  Paper 
dealing  with  demobilisation  ;  in  other  words 
their  demobilisation  will  be  based  on 
considerations  of  age  and  length  of  war 
service. 

Approved   Societies   under   N.H.S. — The 

National  Conference  of  Industrial  Assur- 
ance Approved  Societies,  comprising  socie- 
ties with  over  ten  million  members  insured 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance 
scheme,  has  submitted  to  members  of  the 
House  of  Lords  and  House  of  Commons  a 
memorandum  dealing  with  the  proposed 
abolition  of  approved  societies.  The  memo- 
randum expresses  surprise  that  it  is  pro- 
posed to  abolish  the  .approved  societies, 
with  their  "  wealth  of  experience  in  the 
administration  of  sickness  benefit,  and  their 
complete  organisation  throughout  the  coun- 
try for  the  payment  of  sickness  benefits  at 
the  homes  of  the  people."  Of  all  benefits, 
it  is  urged,  sickness  benefit  should  receive 
the  greatest  care  and  attention  in  its 
method  of  payment,  and  doubt  is  expressed 
whether  any  system  operating  through  a 
network  of  local  offices  will  give  the  same 
prompt  and  sufficient  service  as  home 
payment  provides. 

Market  Authorities  Seek  an  Interpretation. 

— The  Association  of  British  Market 
Authorities  has  endeavoured  to  obtain 
an  authoritative  statement  of  the  position 
of  market  stall-holders  who  sell  substances 
which  may  or  may  not  be  medicines  under 
the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941. 
One  authority  cited  a  vendor  who  had  for 
a  long  time  carried  on  a  stall  business  in 
"chest  rub"  and  "liver  pills."  The  Town 
Clerk  of  the  area  inclined  to  the  view  that 
a  description  like  "liver  pills"  did  not 
necessarily  imply  a  claim  that  the  articles 
would  treat  a  specific  ailment.  As  there 
was  some  doubt  in  the  matter  he  did  not 
feel  justified  in  advising  his  market  au- 
thority to  interfere  with  the  man,  or  to 
refuse  to  let  him  his  usual  stall.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  consulted, 
and  the  Society's  opinion  was  that  the 
descriptions  constituted  a  recommendation 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  while  it  was 
appreciated  that  this  matter  might  have 
to  be  settled  by  a  judicial  decision. 

Dublin  Dietetic  Survey. — The  Dietetic 
Council,  Eire,  proposes  to  carry  out  a 
nutritional  survey  of  children  attending 
Dublin  schools.   
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Conspiracy  Hearing  Adjourned. — At  Bow 

Street,  London,  police  court,  recently, 
Dilruba,  Ltd.,  Chancery  Lane,  W.C. ; 
Nathanial  Mackover,  solicitor,  Chancery 
Lane ;  Rashid  Anwar,  Elgin  Avenue,  W. ; 
Leo  Katz,  Gloucester  Place,  W. ;  and 
Eleaza  Sussman  Bornstein,  Endsleigh  Court, 
W.C,  were  summoned  for  conspiring  with 
others  to  defeat  the  provisions  of  the  Toilet 
Preparations  Order,  1942.  Anwar  was 
stated  to  be  a  director  and  Mackover  the 
secretary  of  the  company.  Perfumes  were 
alleged  to  have  been  manufactured  on  a 
large  scale  at  premises  in  Shirland  Road,  W., 
and  in  the  first  five  months  empty  perfume 
bottles  to  the  value  of  more  than  ^2,000 
were  ordered.  Katz,  who  was  employed 
as  a  salesman,  told  customers  that  the 
perfume  was  old  stock  and  that  the  Board 
of  Trade  had  given  permission  to  sell  it. 
Other  persons  were  told  by  Katz  and 
Bornstein  that  the  perfume  had  been 
seized  from  enemy  ships.  The  Board  of 
Trade  made  inquiries  and  the  company 
produced  invoices  dated  October  10,  1939, 
showing .  that  Anwar  had  bought  fifteen 
barrels  of  perfume  for  ^7,500.  The  signature 
purported  to  be  that  of  an  alien  who  had 
been  presumed  drowned  on  the  "Arandora 
Star."  To  support  a  story  that  the  perfume 
had  been  stored  at  a  garage  at  Belsize  Park, 
London,  Katz  offered  a  woman  ^75  to 
concoct  receipts  for  rent.  She  refused  and 
reported  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 
The  ship  story  was  later  abandoned,  and 
Bornstein  then  declared  that  his  wife  had 
bought  large  quantities  of  French  perfume 
in  1939,  and  this  had  been  pawned  with  a 
Hatton  Garden  diamond  merchant  now  in 
America.  It  was  stated  in  court  during 
cross-examination  that  Mackover's  name 
as  secretary  appeared  in  the  Register  of 
Companies  file  only  in  connexion  with  the 
formation  of  the  company.  The  hearing 
was  adjourned. 

Ointment  as  Cancer  Cure. — At  Kilbeggan, 
co.  Westmeath,  Eire,  on  October  24, 
Michael  Gilligan,  Offaly,  was  remanded  to 
Tyrellspass  district  court  on  a  charge  of 
killing  Thomas  Bracken,  Castletown  Geog- 
hegan,  on  or  about  June  18.  The  State 
Solicitor  said  that  Gilligan  claimed  to  have 
a  cure  for  external  cancer  and  that  Bracken, 
who  had  cancer  on  the  lip,  used  ointment 
supplied  to  him  by  Gilligan.  Bracken 
became  ill  and  died,  and  traces  of  arsenic 
were  found  in  his  organs.  His  widow  said 
that  on  May  30  her  husband  was  away  from 
home  for  some  hours,  and  next  morning  she 


saw  him  rubbing  ointment  on  his  lip  with  a 
broken  match.  He  used  the  ointment  three 
or  four  times'. 

Toilet  Preparations  Charges.  —  At  Wat- 
ford magistrates'  court  on  November  2, 
Middlesex  Chemical  Co.  and  Hertfordshire 
Chemical  Co.,  Oxhey,  were  charged  with 
flooding  the  market  with  Facto  and  Charm 
face  powders  in  total  disregard  of  the  Toilet 
Preparations  Orders.  Business  to  the  value 
of  £2 1, 000  was  alleged  to  have  been  done. 
Cyril     Wilson,      Twickenham ;  Russell 
Edwin    Smith,    East   Harling;  Edmund 
Lucas,  West  Hyde ;    Ernest  Sullivan,  Old 
Kent  Road,   London,  S.E. ;    and  Ernest 
Hayman,    Paignton,    were    each  charged 
with  conspiring  together,  and  with  other 
persons  unknown,  to  defeat  the  provisions 
of  the  Toilet  Preparations  Orders  between 
October  1941  and  February  1944.  The  case 
against  Hayman  was  adjourned  sine  die  in 
view  of  the  defendant's  grave  state  of 
health.  The  Bench  was  informed  that  in  May 
1 94 1   Wilson  and  Smith  started  buying 
coloured  chalk,   and,   after  scenting  and 
labelling  it,  selling  it  as  face  powder.  They 
did  not  apply  for  registration  when  the 
Order  came  into  force  in  October  1941. 
To  satisfy  customers  who  were  questioning 
their  authority,  a  letter  was  sent  to  the 
Board  of  Trade.   This  gave  a  false  impres- 
sion of  their  activities.   It  asked  whether 
merchant  who  had  held  a  stock  of  face 
powder   since    1939   was   bound   by  the 
restrictions,  or  at  liberty  to  dispose  of  it 
The  Board  of  Trade  replied  to  the  effect 
that  they  were  entitled  to  dispose  of  such 
stock,   and  this  letter  was  subsequently 
used  as  an  authority.   In  March  1942  they 
put  to  a  Customs  and  Excise  official 
contention  that  the,  colouring  and  scentin 
of  chalk  was  not  a  process  of  manufac 
turing  face  powder,  and  later  in  the  same 
year  Mr.  Sullivan  (proprietor  of  Lead-All 
Manufacturing  Co.)   lent  his  name  to 
scheme  which  was  supposed   to  legalis 
their  activities.    He  bought  the  materials 
Wilson  and  Lucas  (who  had  now  taken  th 
place  of  Smith)  made  the  powder  for  hin 
on  their  premises,  and  then  purchased  il 
from  Sullivan.   In  actual  fact  Sullivan  di 
not  see  the  face  powder.  He  had  admitted 
that  for  the  loan  of  his  name  he  had  bee 
given  ^200.   Hayman  purchased  the  powdei 
for  sale  to  shops,  .  stores   and  wholesale 
chemists.   After  other  witnesses  had  beer 
called,  an  application  for  an  adjournmenl 
was  granted  on  each  of  the  other  charge 
before  the  magistrates. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Reality  and  Unreality 

Your  editorial  article  on  post-war  export 
policy  (p.  483)  gives  timely  expression  to 
thoughts  that  are  troubling  many  observers 
of  public  affairs.  The  position  may  be 
stated  quite  simply.  If  the  Government  is 
making  the  utmost  efforts — -and.  I  do  not 
doubt  that  it  is — to  bring  the  war  in  Europe 
to  a  speedy  and  successful  end,  how  is  it 
.possible  for  it- to  give  adequate  attention 
at  the  same  time  to  vast  schemes  of  social 
reconstruction?  It  would  seem  that  the 
only  practicable  policy  in  such  circum- 
stances is  to  adopt  a  process  comparable 
to  sending  out  post-dated  cheques.  Reports 
of  certain  recent  parliamentary  debates 
suggest  that  this  is,  in  fact,  what  is  happen- 
ing; and,  if  my  diagnosis  is  correct,  these 
debates  take  on  an  air  of  unreality,  per- 
plexing to  exporters  who  need  permits  and, 
of  course,  to  many  other  taxpayers.  Last 
week,  for  example,  the  Press  reported  a 
two-day  House  of  Commons  debate  on  the 
motion  "That  this  House  welcomes  the 
intention  of  His  Majesty's  Government  .  .  . 
to  establish  an  enlarged  and  unified  system 
of  social  insurances  and-  a  system  of  family 
allowances."  It  is  true  that  on  the  second 
of  those  days  a  Ministry  of  Social  Insurance 
Bill  was  formally  introduced  ;  but  why  was 
it  thought  necessary  to  herald  its  arrival 
with  so  much  preliminary  discussion?  In 
contrast,  questions  on  export  trade— a 
reality — in  the  same  august  assembly  have 
been  met  with  a  denial  of  the  possibility  of 
indicating  Government  intentions  on  this 
matter  before  the  war  with  Germany  ends. 
And  few  readers  of  current  news  are  likely 
to  regard  the  immediate  future  of  housing 
— another  reality — as  satisfactory.  To  sum 
up  this  brief  comment  I  should  like  to 
underline  your  remark  that  the  problem  of 
reducing  taxation  and  at  the  same  time 
obtaining  adequate  public  revenue  will 
only  be  solved  by  maximum  industrial  and 
commercial  activity,  with  exports  playing 
a  predominant  part. 

Ulster  Shows  a  Way 

The  record  of  the  first  year's  work  of  the 
Associates'  Section  of  the  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association  (pp.  485,  489)  shows  that  much 
can  be  done  by  a  new  organisation  possess- 
ing the  requisite  enthusiasm  and  "drive." 
Your  report  of  the  Society's  first  annual 
meeting  will  give  great  satisfaction  to  the 
members  and  their  friends,  including,  as  it 
does,  details  not  only  of  ambitious  develop- 
ments contemplated    (and   natural   in  a 


youthful  society),  but  also  of  practical  work. 
The  preliminary  task  of  organising  must 
have  involved  long  hours  for  those  imme- 
diately concerned  :  they  have  their  reward 
in  seeing  that  their  Section  is  well  estab- 
lished and  likely  to  make  its  mark— ^-indeed, 
it  appears  to  be  already  doing  so— in  the 
affairs  of  pharmacy  in  Northern  Ireland. 
As  you  indicate,  the  course  of  events  in  the 
slow-moving  organisation  of  pharmaceutical 
employees  in  Great  Britain  makes  a  dismal 
contrast.  What  Matthew  Arnold,  in  another 
connexion,  called  the  dissidence  of  dissent 
is  only  too  evident  in  the  competing  claims 
of  various  trade  unions  to  speak  for  British 
pharmacists'  assistants  and  apprentices. 
These  young  people  are  buying  their  own 
experience,  and  -might  resent  any  advice 
that  I  was  rash  enough  to  advance;  but  I 
may  perhaps  go  so  far  as  to  remind  them 
that  offers  which  have  been  refused  are 
seldom  repeated. 

Calumba 

Calumba  root,  the  subject  of  a  question 
on  p.  476,  was  introduced  into  European 
medicine  in  the  seventeenth  century  by 
Portuguese  merchants.  An  Italian  physician 
named  Redi  recommended  it  as  an  alexi- 
pharmic ;  but  its  use  for  this  and  other 
purposes  spread  slowly,  and  it  failed  to 
gain  admission  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  Lon- 
dinensis  before.  1788.  The  name  of  the  root 
was  then  spelt  "colomba,"  from  a  mistaken 
idea  that  it  came  from  Colombo.  The 
"Edinburgh  and  Dublin  Pharmacopoeias 
perpetuated  this  spelling  in  the  nineteenth 
century;  and  it  appears  that  "o"  is  still 
found  in  the  first  syllable  in  the  French, 
German,  Italian  and  Spanish  names  of  the 
drug.  The  Portuguese,  however,  knew  it 
as  "kalumbo,"  a  word  probably  based  on 
the  native  name  "kalumb"  current  in  the 
part  of  East  Africa  whence  it  came.  Like 
many  new  remedies,  it  was  at  first  expen- 
sive. In  1 781  it  sold  at  64s.  per  lb. ;  two 
years  later  the  price  per  lb.  had  fallen  to 
6s.  The  powdered  root  was  the  form 
favoured  in  the  early  years :  the  infusion 
and  tincture  did  not  appear  in  the  P.L. 
till  1809.  At  that  time  it  had  a  reputation 
in  cases  of  cholera  and  diarrhoea.  The 
infusion  and  tincture  have  long  been 
popular  with  well-informed  prescribers 
because  of  their  compatibility  with  salts  of 
iron;  and  many  of  your  older  readers  will 
remember  the  powder  as  an  ingredient  in 
mistura  ferri  aromatica  (Heberden's  ink),

The  Nobel  awards  for  1943  and  1944, 
announced  on  October  25,  give  the  prize 
for  physiology  and  medicine  for  1943 
jointly  to  Professor  Kenrik  Dam,  Copen- 
hagen, for  his  discovery  of  vitamin  K,  and 
Professor  Edward  Adelbert  Doisy,  St. 
Louis,  Missouri,  for  his  discovery  of  the 
chemical  nature  of  vitamin  K.  The  1944 
award  is  shared  jointly  by  Professor 
Emeritus  Joseph  Erlanger,  St.  Louis,  and 
Professor  Herbert  S.  Gasser,  New  York. 
The  1944  prize  is  given  for  discoveries 
regarding  the  manifold  and  functional 
differentiation  of  nerves. 

Mr.  Charles  J.  Jephcott,  M.P.S.  (sales 
manager,  Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.),  is 
retiring  under  the  company's  superannua- 
tion scheme  on  December  30,  after  being 
associated  with  the  company  for  more  than 
twenty-four  years.  The  directors  of  Glaxo 
Laboratories,  Ltd.,  express  cordial  appre- 
ciation of  the  long  and  useful  service  which 
Mr.  Charles  Jephcott  has  rendered  during 
a  time  of  marked  expansion  of  the  com- 


pany's activities  in  research,  and  in  the 
marketing  of  foods  and  ethical  pharma- 
ceutical products.  He  has  been  responsible 
for  the  choice  and  training  of  a  large  staff 
of  pharmacist  representatives  required  for 
the  home  and  overseas  markets,  and  has 
also  been  closely  connected  with  the  ap- 
pointment of  depot  pharmacies  in  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland.  His  success- 
ful work  in  these  and  other  directions  has 
made  him  well  known  to  many  pharmacists 
throughout  the  country. 

Alderman  Clement  John  Wain,  J. P., 
Ph.C,  17  Red  Lion  Square,  Newcastle- 
under-Lyme,  this  month  completes  fifty 
years  as  a  member  of  the  local  Town 
Council.  He  has  served  on  every  committee 
of  the  Council,  notably  the  health  and 
hospital  committees.  He  was  made  an 
Alderman  in  1909;  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
in  191 6;  and  was  honoured  with  the 
Freedom  of  the  Borough  in  1935,  the  year 
in  which  Newcastle  duly  celebrated  the 
700th  anniversary  of  the  granting  of  the 
Gild  Merchant  Charter  by  King  Henry  III. 
Alderman  Wain  was  born  in  Hanley,  in 
the  Staffordshire  Potteries,  in  1866.  While 
at  school  he  passed  the  Cambridge  Local 
examination  with  honours,  being  one  of 
only  two  boys  from  the  North  Staffordshire 
area  to  do  so.  His  pharmaceutical  appren- 
ticeship was  served  locally,  and  he  went 
through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
school,  where,  in  addition  to  taking  the 
Society's  diploma,  he  was  successful  in 
gaining  the  silver  medal  for  materia  medica. 
After  this  he  joined  the  staff  of  Blake, 
Sandford  &  Blake,  Piccadilly,  London,  one 
of  the  principals  of  which  was  the  first 
president  Of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
He  remained  in  London  for  several  years 
before  deciding  to  return  to  his  native 
North  Staffordshire  to  set  up  in  business 
on  his  own  account.  Besides  his  Council 
work  he  has  held  numerous  offices  of  a 
social  and  charitable  nature.  As  a  stalwart 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters  he 
has  on  three  occasions  been  selected  to 
attend  the  Supreme  Court  meetings  in 
Toronto.  He  has  also  held  high  offices  in 
Freemasonry,  being  a  Past  Master  of  the 
Sutherland  Lodge  No.  460.  A  special  sub- 
committee of  .the  Newcastle  Town  Council 
has  been  appointed  to  consider  how  the 
occasion  of  Alderman  Wain's  half-century 
of  membership  can  best  be  celebrated. 
Mr.  Wain  writes:  "I  trust  it  will  be  a 
simple  ceremony,  for  I  am  in  my  seventy- 
ninth  year,  and  never  liked  to  be  fussed."

Since  that  date  all  matters  affecting  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  have  come  under 
the    jurisdiction    of    the  pharmaceutical

department  of  the  People's  Commissariat 
of  Health  of  the  Union  of  Socialist  Soviet 
Republics.  The  People's  Commissariats  of 
the  constituent  republics  of  the  Soviet 
Union  have  Pharmaceutical  Boards,  which 
are  subordinated  to  the  all-Union  Commis- 
sariat, but  work  on  their  own  budgets.  The 
work  of  pharmacies  throughout  the  country 
is  controlled  by  the  Regional  Boards  of 
Management.  The  lowest  administrative 
links  in  the  chain  are  the  district  offices, 
which  are  directly  subordinated  to  the 
Regional  Boards. 

Extension  of  Pharmaceutical  Service 

Under  the  Soviet  regime,  the  number  of 
pharmacies  in  the  country  has  greatly 
increased,  even  in  the  most  outlying  dis- 
tricts. Travellers,  indeed,  are  often  aston- 
ished to  find  pharmacies  in  the  mountains 
of  Daghestan,  in  the  desert  wastes  of 
Turkmenia,  or  on  the  shores  of  the  Arctic 
Ocean.  In  extending  the  network  of 
pharmacies,  considerable  stress  was  laid  on 
the  importance  of  medicines  being  readily 
available  on  the  outskirts  of  towns  and  in 
factory  districts. 

In  the  old  Russian  Empire  there  were 
4,700  pharmacies.  By  1941  the  number  had 


increased  to  10,000.  In  small  villages  and 
distant  parts  of  the  country  14,000  so-called 
"pharmaceutical  points"  have  now  been 
established.  Azerbaijan,  which  had  thirty 
chemists'  shops  before  the  revolution,  had, 
in  1 94 1,  206  pharmacies  and  302  phar- 
maceutical points.  In  the  huge  territory 
covered  by  the  present  Kazakh  Republic, 
there  were  only  twenty  pharmacies  before 
the  revolution.  Today  the  republic  has 
307  pharmacies,  308  pharmaceutical  points, 
and  ninety-two  shops  with  chemist  depart- 
ments. Pre-revolutionary  Tajikistan  had 
no  pharmacies  at  all;  now  there  are 
twenty-one  pharmacies,  sixty-seven  phar- 
maceutical points,  and  thirty-three  shops 
selling  pharmaceutical  supplies.  Soviet 
State  pharmacies  have  been  entirely  re- 
organised, and  the  working  conditions  of 
employees  vastly  improved.  The  quality 
of  drugs  used  is  superior  to  previous 
standards,  and  certain  standard  prescrip- 
tions have  been  introduced,  and  essential 
new  equipment  provided.  A  special  Phar- 
maceutical Research  Institute  has  been 
established  to  rationalise  pharmaceutical 
methods  throughout  the  country. 

Dispensing  Departments 

The  dispensing  department  is  kept 
entirely  separate  from  the  shop  in  which 
articles  are  sold  over  the  counter.  This  lay- 
out ensures  a  quiet  atmosphere  for  the  .work

of  the  dispenser  and  controller.  Special 
dispensing  benches  have  been  designed,  on 
which  all  the  most  frequently  used  drugs 
and  equipment  are  placed  within  easy  reach 
of  the  dispenser.   In  the  larger  pharmacies 
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a  specially  designed  weighing  and  measuring 
apparatus  is  installed  which  enables  the 
dispenser  to  sit .  down  to  his  work.  This 
has  led  to  increased  production  and 
improved  quality  of  medicines.  In  addition, 
the  tasks  of  weighing  powders,  making  up 
pills,  etc.,  are  given  to  assistants,  which 
again  means  increased  output  and  reduced 
prices.  Ready-made  medicines  are  prepared 
-'by  pharmacists  in  accordance  with  approved 
prescriptions,  after  preliminary  research 
work  and  discussion  in  medical  and  phar- 
maceutical circles.  Some  are  prepared  in 
special  factories,  costing  less  than  medicines 
having  more  limited  use,  which  are  dis- 
pensed in  the  pharmacy.  Drugs  arriving 
in  all  pharmacies  are  subject  to  obligatory 
preliminary  control  to  guarantee  the  patient 
against  mistakes  and  poor-quality  drugs. 
Laboratories  to  the  number  of  1,422  under- 
take the  analysis  and  control  of  drugs,  and 
dispensed  medicines  are  also  subjected  to 
specialised  forms  of  control.  Extension  of 
the  network  of  pharmacies,  and  reorganisa- 
tion of  pharmacy  in  general,  have  made 
possible  a  wider  distribution  of  medicines 
to  the  public.  Chemists  and  druggists  in 
Russia  in  191 4  dispensed  medicines  to 
132,400,000  prescriptions.  In  1940,  Soviet 
pharmacies  dispensed  266,400,000.  Another 
feature  that  distinguishes  Soviet  pharmacy 
is  the  hygienic  education  given  to  members 
of  the  public.  This  is  particularly  important 
in  rural  areas.  Pharmaceutical  employees 
make  every  effort  to  propagate  hygienic 
habits.  They  organise  exhibitions,  give 
demonstrations,  distribute  pamphlets,  and 
encourage  the  public  to  gather  medicinal 
herbs. 

Soviet  Pharmacists'  War  Work 

In  the  war  years,  pharmacies  have  had 
the  responsible  task  of  supplying  military 
and  civil  hospitals  in  the  rear  areas,  medical 
institutions,  industrial  enterprises,  and  the 
general  public.  They  have  also  done  a  great 
deal  of  work  in  searching  for  local  substi- 
tutes for  medicines  of  which  there  is  a 
shortage,  and  in  collecting  and  preparing 
medicinal  herbs.  Manufacture  of  a  number 
of  drugs  has  been  begun  in  many  towns,  and 
pharmacies  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of-  the 
front  have  been  temporarily  converted  into 
first-aid  stations.  Pharmaceutical  workers 
have  saved  the  lives  of  thousands  of  people 
injured  in  air-raids.  Professor  Peter  Ser- 
geyev  (director,  Central  Institute  for  the 
Study  of  Malaria  and  Medicinal  Parasitology) 
visited  the  Ukraine  shortly  after  the  libera- 
tion of  the  Kharkov  and  Poltava  regions. 
."Not  a.  single  pharmacy  was  left  in  any  of 


the  towns  or  villages,"  he  said.  "When  I 
toured  the  district  with  workers  from  the 
People's  Commissariat  of  Health,  I  saw 
nothing  but  heaps  of  broker/  glass,  smashed 
furniture  and  equipment  in  what  formerly 
had  been  pharmacies.  The  enemy  realised, 
of  course,  that  pharmaceutical  equipment 
would  not  be  easy  to  replace.  He  did  not 
expect  that  the  Soviet  people  would  be  able 
to  rebuild  the  stores  and  replace  the  equip- 
ment in  a  short  time,  but  in  this,  as  in  other 
matters,  he  was  mistaken.  Medical  workers 
of  the  Soviet  Union  are  rapidly  restoring 
ruined  pharmacies,  and  in  liberated  regions 
are  already  supplying  medicines  to  patients. 

CANCER  RECORDS 

With  the  object  of  achieving  maximum 
progress  in  the  fight  against  cancer,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  asked  all  authorities 
responsible  for  running  cancer  services  to 
keep  full  and  uniform  records  of  the  treat- 
ments given.  Special  registration  and 
record  cards  for  the.  purpose  have  been 
prepared,  and  by  their  use  a  clear  and 
accurate  history  of  each  case  is  obtained. 
In  cancer,  perhaps  more  than  in  any  other 
disease,  success  in  treatment,  and  advances 
in  methods,  depend  upon  accurate  clinical 
and  pathological  records  concerning  indi- 
vidual patients.  In  the  majority  of  acute 
illnesses,  the  results  of  treatment  may  be 
known  within  a  few  weeks  or  months.  With 
cancer  the  results  cannot  even  be  estimated 
until  five  years  from  the  date  of  treatment. 

N.P.U.  BRANCH  DELEGATES 

A  conference  of  delegates  from  Branches 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union, 
held  on  October  26,  passed  three  resolutions, 
which  were  given  in  last  week's  issue  (p. 
491).  The  resolutions  were  amendments  to 
original  resolutions  submitted  by  the 
Smethwick,  Barnsley  and  Bournemouth 
Branches  of  the  N.P.U.  The  conference 
also  considered  a  draft  programme  of  wages 
and  working  conditions  in  pharmacy  which 
had  been  drawn  up  by  the  negotiating  com- 
mittee of  the  National  Joint  Industrial 
Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy,  and  matters 
connected  with  the  Government's  pro- 
posals concerning  the  provision  of  a 
National  Health  Service.  The  Chairman 
(Alderman  W.  J.  Tristram)  submitted  a 
report,,  upon  the  proceedings  at  a  conference 
of  representatives  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees held  the  previous  day  (C.  &-  D., 
November  4,  p.  491),  and  placed  before 
representatives  the  principal  resolutions 
passed  at  that  conference. 
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Miss  Rose  Simmonds  (dietician,  Hammer- 
smith Hospital:)  gave  an  address  on  pre- 
paring and  serving  food  for  invalids  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Food  Education  Society 
in  London  on  October  23.  No  matter  what 
the  nature  of  the  illness,  she  said,  progress 
towards  recovery  was  much  accelerated  by 
a  well-planned  diet,  which  should  be  based 
upon  sufficient  amounts  of  the  protective 
foods  (milk  and  dairy  produce).  Meals 
should  be  well .  cooked  and  palatable,  and 
always  "attractively  served,  because  the 
sick  person  was  often  capricious.  Diets 
prescribed  for  sick  persons  were  usually 
arranged  in  the  following  categories — 1, 
Fluid;  2,  light;  3,  full;  4,  special. 

Fluid  Diet 

Fluid  diet  had  sometimes  to  continue 
over  a  fairly  long  period,  in  which  case 
attention  had  to  be  given  to  its  protective 
values.  For  a  short  time,  a  fluid  diet  might 
safely  consist  of  broth  and  some  kind  of 
fruit- juice  mixture,  to  which  sugar  was 
added  to  give  energy  and,  where  the  person 
was  reluctant  to  drink,  a  little  salt  to 
stimulate  thirst.  If,  after  several  days,  the 
patient  was  still  unable  to  take  solid  food, 
something  more  must  be  provided,  because 
his  body  would  require  not  only  energy, 
but  protein  or  body-building  material, 
calcium,  phosphorus,  iron,  and  other  min- 
erals, and  all  the  vitamins.  Milk  was  easily 
the  most  important  food  in  the  diet  of  a 
patient  required  to  have  only  fluids.  But 
milk  was  lacking  in  iron,  and  there  might 
be  difficulty  in  meeting  the  full  protein 
requirements  of  the  sick  person  in  this  form. 
In  such  cases  a  fortified  milk  mixture 
should  be  used.  This  could  be  made  of 
1  pint  of  liquid  milk,  adding  1  oz.  dried 
milk  and  1  oz.  lactose  or  cane  sugar.  Two 
pints  of  the  mixture  would  furnish  134 
grams  carbohydrate  or  energy-forming 
material,  57  grams  protein  or  body-building 
material,  62  grams  fat,  1  -949  grams  calcium, 
1-711  grams  phosphorus,  and  1,322  calories. 
The  mixture  could  be  divided  into  a  number 
of  feeds,  and  each  one  flavoured  differently 
to  suit  the  palate  of  the  patient.  Eggs  or 
dried  eggs  could  be  added  to  one  or  more 
of  the  feeds,  in  order  to  provide  iron  and 
more  vitamins  A,  D,  and  B.  If  dried  eggs 
were  used  they  should  be  added  to  indivi- 
dual feeds  just  before  consumption.  Dried 
eggs  were  often  disliked  because  of  their 
faint  musty  taste.  This,  however,  could 
be  disguised  by  adding  a  flavouring  essence. 
For  a  sick  person  unable  to  digest  fat,  a 


good  fortified  milk  mixture  could  be  con- 
structed of  skimmed  dried  milk  made  up 
to  double  strength  with  the  addition  of 
sugar,  the  mixture  being  divided  up  into 
feeds  as  before,  and  each  one  flavoured 
differently.  It  was  a  good  plan  for  the 
person  giving  feeds  to  a  sick  person  always 
to  taste  them  first.  When  a  hot  beverageB 
was  required  it  should  be  given  really  hot, 
and  equally  a  cold  beverage  should  be  served 
cold  or  sometimes  iced. 

Apart  from  a  fluid  diet  prescribed  asH 
such,  sick  persons  (particularly  if  delirious 
or  unconscious),  sick  babies,  and  little 
children,  often  did  not  get  enough  to  drink 
either  with  or  between  meals.  They  might 
be  fed  at  the  right  intervals,  but  if  the 
diet  did  not  contain  an  adequate  amount 
of  liquid  the  condition  might  become  | 
serious.  For  a  patient  able  to  help  himself, 
a  jug  of  water,  fruit  juice,  etc.,  should  be| 
placed  at  the  bedside. 

Light  Diet 

The  next  step  forward  in  the  diet  of  thej 
sick  person  was  usually  the  prescription! 
of  a  light  diet.  Here  the  idiosyncrasies  oil 
the  patient  must  be  considered.  Milkl 
should  always  form  a  large  part  of  a  lightl 
diet,  but  now  it  could  be  used  with  eggs[ 
as  baked  custard,  milk  puddings,  ice  cream  J 
or  thick  soup,  made  with  the  addition  oil 
flour  or  some  other  cereal,  together  with] 
sieved  vegetables.  A  light  diet  should  bej 
given  in  the  form  of  small  meals,  withl 
beverages  between  meals.  Omelettes  couldj 
be  made  of  dried  eggs,  but  two  seasonings 
should  always  be  used,  while  sweet  ome- 
lettes could  be  varied  with  such  additions! 
as  freshly  grated  raw  apple,  sugar,  and! 
nutmeg  or  cinnamon. 

Scrambled  eggs  with  tomato,  fish  cus-l 
tards,  and  cheese  custards  can  also  be  madej 
with  dried  eggs.  Grilled  or  steamed  fish  with 
mashed  potatoes  and  sieved  green  or  rootl 
vegetables,  sieved  stewed  fruit  with  junket! 
or  custard  could  all  be  included  in  a  lightl 
diet.  Sieved  should  gradually  give  place 
to  whole  fruit  and  vegetables  and  greed 
vegetables  should  always  be  cooked  quickly 
in  small  amounts  of  boiling  salted  water] 
with  the  lid  of  the  saucepan  kept  on,  in 
order  to  prevent  destruction  of  vitamin  C.f 
Many  sick  persons  were  unable  to  eatj 
enough  vegetables  or  -fruit  to  provide 
adequate  amounts  of  vitamin  C,  in  which 
case  rose-hip  syrup,  blackcurrant  syrup,  oil 
the  juice  of  citrous  fruits  should,  if  possible! 
be  added  to  the  diet.  All  dishes  should  be 
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tasted  by  the  cook  or  the  nurse  before  being 
presented  to  a  sick  person  so  as  to  be  sure 
the  food  was  palatable. 

<ull  Diet 

For  patients  on  full  diet  there  was  prac- 
:ically  no  limitation  of  variety  or  form, 
;xcept,  that  heavy,  rich,  or  indigestible 
lishes  had  to  be  avoided.  If  two  dishes 
were  given  on  one  tray,  one  should  be  hot 
Mid  the  other  cold.  Menus  should  not  be 
nade  up  weeks  beforehand,  but  arranged 
to  conform  with  commodities  available 
according  to  the  season  or  means  of  distri- 
bution. The  good  menu  planner  would 
iraw  up  a  skeletal  framework  of  suitable 
lishes,  to  be  added  to  or  altered  as  might 
De  necessary.  Thus  it  would  be.  a  pity  to 
refuse  the  offer  of  a  good  catch  of  herrings 
Decause  the  menu  of  the  day  had  been 
planned  to  give  dishes  of  dried  eggs  or 
ipam.  .  Also  it  was  inadvisable  that  sick 
persons  and  others  should  associate  certain 
lishes  with  the  day  of  the  week. 

In  planning  meals  for  sick  persons,  the 
lull  rationed  allowances  should  be  given, 
md  the  full  number  of  points  allowed. 
These  should  be  spent  to  the  best  purpose 
>n  such  protein  foods-  as  tinned  meat  or 
ish,  oatmeal  and  dried  fruit,  rather  than 
>n  cornflakes  or  biscuits,  though  these  could 
iccasionally  be  used  with  advantage.  Two 
)r  three  courses  suitably  chosen,  well 
looked,  and  attractively  served,  were  much 
nore  appreciated  than  a  greater  number 
xf  dishes  less  well  cooked  and  at  long 
ntervals.  Hot  dishes  should  be  served  on 
lot  plates,  and  if,  as  sometimes  happened, 
the  meal  had  for  some  reason  to  be  kept 
hot,  it  should  never  be  served  on  the  plate 
on  which  it  had  stood  in  the  oven.  Luke- 
warm dishes  were  always  unpalatable. 
Garnishes  to  hot  dishes  should  always  be 
applied  at  the  last  moment,  and  it  was 
undesirable  to  allow  the  dish  to  get  cold 
while  being  decorated,  as  sometimes  hap- 
pened when  a  zealous  but  inexperienced 
person  wished  to  make  a  dish  look  attrac- 
tive. There  was  no  reason  why  the  supper 
or  even  the  midday  meal  should  always  be 
hot.  A  cold  snack  meal  could  provide  as 
Sfood  protective  material  as  a  hot  dinner, 
and  a  hot  beverage  could  always  be  pro- 
vided with  a  cold  meal.  Raw  vegetable 
salads,  together  with  grated  root  vegetables 
decorated  with  parsley,  were  usually  appre- 
ciated by  convalescent  patients. 

Special  Diets 

Usually,  special  diets  were  called  for  in 
■istric  diseases,   when  the  fortified  milk 


mixture  given  as  regular  two-  or  three- 
hourly  feeds  was  a  useful  substitute  for 
the  more  elaborate  diets  given  to  such 
patients  before  the  war.  As  the  condition 
improved,  more  solid  food  was  added  and 
the  quantity'  and  quality  of  the  fortified 
milk  could  be  gradually  reduced.  All 
roughage  had  to  be  avoided,  often  even 
for  some  months  after  complete  recovery, 
and  gastric  patients  should  be  encouraged 
to  eat  frequent  small  meals  rather  than  a 
few  large  meals.  Food  was  digested  more 
easily  if  the  person  was  warm  and  the 
muscles  relaxed,  and  for  this  reason  patients 
with  gastric  disease  should  be  told  never 
to  eat  a  meal  when  tired  and  cold.  The  diet 
for  convalescent  gastric  patients  should 
include  lightly  grilled  bacon,  grated  cheese, 
well-cooked  tender  meat,  as  well  as  steamed, 
boiled  or  grilled  fish.  Vegetables  and  fruit 
should  not  be  excluded,  but  they  should 
always  be  sieved.  Highly  seasoned  and 
fried  foods  were  undesirable,  because  the 
coating  of  fat  around  the  food  prevented 
penetration  of  gastric  juices.  The  national 
loaf,  Hovis,  and  Scofa  (soya-flour)  breads 
were  all  suitable  for  gastric  patients.  Por- 
ridge should  be  made  of  fine  oatmeal; 
an  extra  allocation  of  milk  and  eggs  was 
allowed  for  this  purpose. 

Special  diets  included  those  arranged  to 
a  known  food  value  for  patients  suffering 
from  diabetes.  Such  diets  should  always 
be  built  upon  the  protective  foods,  though 
the  amounts  had  to  be  controlled  in  order 
to  fit  in  with  the  individual  prescription. 

Fat-free  Diets 

In  fat-free  diets  skimmed  replaced  whole 
milk,  and  lean  meat  and  fish  were  given 
for  body  building.  More  starchy  food  and 
sugar  were  required  than  in  other  diets, 
because  energy-forming  material,  otherwise 
provided  in  the  fat,  would  be  lacking.  On 
the  other  hand,  diets  for  obese  patients 
were  constructed  to  give  large  amounts  of 
protein,-  no  sugar  or  sweets,  and  little 
starchy  food.  Vegetables,  salads  and  fresh 
fruit  in  plenty  should  be  given  when 
obtainable.

Conference  Contrasts 

Pharmacists  were,  no  doubt,  keenly  and 
even  eagerly  interested  in  the  reports  we 
published  in  last  week's  issue  (p.  491)  of 
the  conferences  of  representatives  of  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  in  England  and 
Wales,  and  of  delegates  from  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  branches,  held  in 
London  on  October  25  and  26,  respectively. 
For  our  part  we  appreciated  the  effort  made 
by  the  N.P.U.  to  provide  us  with  reports 
of  these  important  meetings  in  time  for 
.inclusion  in  last  week's  issue.  It  is  evident 
the  Union  recognises  the  value  of  securing 
the  earliest  possible  publicity  for  its 
activities. 

The  business  of  the  two  meetings  was 
closely  related,  and  representatives  and 
delegates  were  both  unanimous  in  showing 
their  full  confidence  in  the  N.P.U.  by  giving 
the>  Executive  authority  to  act  as  the 
negotiating  body  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  proposals  concerning  the  provi- 
sion of  a  National  Health  Service.  The 
Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
further  passed  a  resolution  authorising  the 
N.P.U.  Executive  to  approach  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  seek  an  immediate  minimum 
increase  of  50  per  cent,  on  existing  N.H.I. 


dispensing  fees.  The  reopening  of  the 
subject  of  fees  is  reasonable,  as  considerable 
time  is  likely  to  elapse  before  the  proposed 
N.H.S.  commences  to  operate.  The  request 
for  a  substantial  increase  in  rates  of  pay- 
ment is  equally  justified.  The  matter  is 
now  in  capable  hands,  and  there  will  be 
no  difficulty  in  providing  proof  that  con- 
tracting pharmacists  are  being  paid  un- 
skilled labourers'  rates  for  highly  technical 
and  responsible  work.  Should  the  Ministry 
counter  this  request  by  "offering  a  small 
fractional  increase,  we  believe  it  would  be 
better,  taking  the  long  view,  to  reject  it. 
The  Ministry  should  be  made  fully  aware, 
at  the  time  the  negotiations  take  place, 
that  even  if  the  50  per  cent,  increase  is 
granted,  the  rate  of  payment  reached  will 
not  be  accepted  as  the  basis  of  assessment 
of  dispensing  fees  under  the  proposed 
N.H.S.  Pharmacists  will  be  put  to  con- 
siderable expense,  in  initial  outlay  and 
maintenance,  to  provide  an  adequate  and 
efficient  dispensing  service  under  the  pro- 
posed all-in  plan.  For  many  pharmacists 
the  arrangements  will  entail  practically 
whole -time  employment,  for  others  the 
engagement  of  assistant  pharmacists,  and 
for  all  the  loss  of  a  good  deal  of  the  packed - 
medicine  trade.  No  longer  will  the  phar- 
macist be  in  a  position,  as  a  result  of  the 
profits  made  in  other  departments,  to  carry 
out  national  health  dispensing  on  a  non- 
profit basis,  as  he  undoubtedly  is  doing  to- 
day. N.H.S.  dispensing  will  be  his  liveli- 
hood, and  not  merely  his  petty  cash  account. 

Widening  the  Joint  Committee 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  N.P.U. 
Branch  delegates'  meeting  was  its  resolu- 
tion requesting  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
"to  reconsider  its  attitude  to  the  inclusion 
of  delegates  of  other  bodies  in  a  Joint 
Pharmaceutical  Committee."  This  excel- 
lent resolution  was  based  on  the  need  for 
complete  unity  of  purpose  in  the  ranks  of 
pharmacy.  From  time  to  time  we  have 
pointed  out  that,  as  at  present  constituted, 
the  Joint  Pharmaceutical  Committee  is  not 
representative  of  all  sections  of  the  profes- 
sion which  are  directly  concerned  with  the 
proposed  N.H.S.,  and  have  suggested  that 
other  organisations,  which  are  being  forced 
to  act  independently,  and  may  have  already, 
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it  is  understood,  opened  up  negotiations 
with  the  Ministry,  should  be  invited  to 
accept  representation  on  the  Joint  Phar- 
maceutical Committee.  We  believe  an 
overwhelming  majority  of  pharmacists 
supports  this  move  to  strengthen  the 
primary  negotiating  body,  which  is  so  far 
composed  solely  of  "the  big  three."  In 
all  the  negotiations  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  there  should  be  one  voice  for 
pharmacy,  and  it  should  be  a  thoroughly 
representative  one. 

Branch  Representatives  of  the  Society 

The  meeting  of  Branch  Representatives 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  was  held  in  London  on  November 
2.  The  Press  was  excluded,  although  an 
account  appeared  in  certain  national  dailies. 
Hence  we  have  had  to  await — and  are  still 
waiting  for — receipt  of  copies  of  the  official 
report  of  the  proceedings.  On  Monday, 
November  6,  we  received  copies  of  (i)  "The 
Organisation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vice"— introductory  remarks  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society;  (2)  introductory 
remarks  by  D.  W.  Hudson  on  "Service  in 
the  Individual  Pharmacy";  and  (3)  intro- 
ductory remarks  on  "  Remuneration,"  by 
T.  O.  Martin.  Accompanying  the  official 
reports,  which  must  have  been  prepared 
and  made  ready  for  circulation  prior  to  the 
meeting,  was  a  printed  slip — "A  copy  of 
the  fourth  paper  [unspecified],  and  discus- 
sion on  each  of  the  papers  to  follow."  We 
made  inquiry  at  Bloomsbury  Square  and 
said  our  readers  would  be  grateful  if  we 
could  be  supplied  with  the  official  report 
of  the  discussions  in  time  for  publication 
in  this  week's  issue.  The  reply  received  was 
disconcerting.  We  were  told,  in  effect,  that 
an  official  reporter  had  been  present  at  the 
meeting;  that  his  report  would  have  to  be 
considered,  and  that  an  official  and  ap- 
proved report  of  the  discussions  would  be 
issued  in  due  course ;  it  was  extremely 
doubtful  if  the  official  report  would  be 
available  in  time  for  this  week's  issue  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  it  might 
not  even  be  released  in  time  for  the  next 
week's  issue.  We  see  no  reason  whatever 
why  the  report  of  the  discussions  taken 
down  by  an  independent  reporter  should 
need  to  be  "vetted"  in  this  wav. 


It  is  useless  to  talk  about  the  apathy  of 
the  majority  of  members  of  the  Society  in 
the  activities  of  its  leaders  if  opportunities 
to  arouse  their  interest,  which  do  not 
occur  very  often,  are  missed.  The  report, 
when  it  is  issued,  will  have  lost  much  of  its 
value  on  account  of  the  delay. 

In  the  circumstances  we  feel  no  impor- 
tant purpose  would  be  served  by  publishing 
this  week  the  "Introductory  Remarks" 
mentioned  above,  unaccompanied  by  the 
Branch  Representatives'  comments  upon 
them,  so  we  have  decided  to  withhold 
publication  for  a  week  in  the  hope  that  the 
official  report  of  the  discussions  will  by  then 
have  been  received.  For  this  unavoidable 
delay  we  offer  our  apologies. 

Medical  Gas  Cylinder  Markings 

Writing  in  our  issue  of  October  28  (p.  458), 
we  were  confident  that  "early  regulations" 
could  be  expected  governing  the  marking 
of  medical  gas  cylinders.  At  that  time  we 
were  in  ignorance  that  the  matter  had  been 
the  subject  of  specifications  in  1932 — an 
ignorance  that  is  not  altogether  surprising, 
since,  in  "Identification  Colours  for  Gas 
Cylinders, "  medical  gases  occupy  a  quite 
minor  place  and  appear  to  be  treated  almost 
as  an  afterthought. 

An  Industrial  Committee 

On  the  industrial  side  the  responsible 
committee  no  doubt  did  its  work  well,  and 
there  is  now  little  likelihood  of  confusion  in 
the  factory  between  the  yellow  cylinder  of 
poisonous  chlorine  and  the  red  cylinder  of 
combustible  methane.  So  much  was  to  be 
expected  from  a  body  on  which  were 
represented  the  Association  of  British 
Chemical  Manufacturers,  the  British  Chemi- 
cal Plant  Manufacturers'  Association,  eight 
Government  departments  and  thirteen 
other  industrial,  professional  and  commer- 
cial bodies.  When  it  came  to  the  medical 
gases,  however,  the  committee  might  have, 
recognised  that  it  was  not  entirely  competent 
to  assess  the  requirements.  It  should  have 
resigned  in  favour  of  a  new  committee 
representing  medical,  dental  and  hospital 
interests,  including  an  expert  on  hospital 
furniture,  with  preferably  an  authority  on 
the  newer  hard  coatings.  The  framers  of  the 
specifications  would  not  then  have  recom- 
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mended  a  table  of  medical  gas  marks  of 
which  the  following  is  an  extract

The  dangerous  aspects  of  this  specifica- 

tion  are  twofold : — 

(a)  In  the  hospital  operating  theatre  it 
I  is  necessary  to  distinguish  between  one 

medical  gas  and  another,  and  not  between 
medical  gases  as  a  group  and  some  other 
group  of  gases  which  in  practice  never 
enter  a  hospital.  This  is  not  achieved  by 
-  putting  all  the  medical  gases  in  cylinders 
painted  black. 

(b)  The  stipulated  marks  are' required 
to  be  placed  on  the  neck  of  the  cylinder, 
which  is  wholly  concealed  when  the 
cylinders  are  installed  in  apparatus  ad- 
vertised for  the  purpose. 

In  view  of  the  Minister's  statement  that 
the  question  of  marking  the  cylinders  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of  the  British 
Standards  Institution,  we  should  ask 
pardon  of  our  readers  for  harking  back  to  a 
twelve-year-old  booklet,  were  it  not  that 
we  understand  this  committee  advises 
further  delay.  Are  the  public,  for  the  sake 
pi  convenience  at  the  supplier's  end,  to 
forgo  improvement  that  will  avoid  further 
fatal  accidents  ? 

"Sir,  I  Have  Not  Any" 

"The  Times"  on  November  2  published 
the  following  paragraph : — 

"The  penicillin  factory  at  Liverpool,  the 
largest  in  the  world,  is  already  in  production. 
So  much  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
erection  of  the  buildings,  covering  twelve 
I   acres  leased  to  the  Ministry  of  Supply  by 
I   Liverpool  Corporation,  that  the  first  depart- 
I   ments  are  now  complete,  and  from  huge 
incubators  with  hundreds  of  penicillin-pro- 
ducing trays,  supplies  of  the  new  drug  are 
already  being  obtained.  It  is  expected  that 
the  whole  factory  will  be  in  production  before 
the  New  Year." 

.  A  reader  of  the  "Daily  Telegraph,"  who 
had  by  chance  seen  this  paragraph,  would 
have  rubbed  his  eyes  a  little  on  the  following 
day  to  read  in  his  own  paper  :— 


"As  workmen  have  only  just  begun  digging 
the  foundations  for  Liverpool's  twelve-acre 
penicillin  factory,  it  will  be  a  considerable 
time  before  production  of  the  drug  is  begun." 

Progress  towards  large-scale  penicillin 
production  in  this  country  is  slow.  On 
February  16,  the  Ministry  of  Supply  caused 
it  to  be  known  that  "arrangements  for 
the  production  in  Canada,  the  United 
States  and  this  country  were  co-ordinated 
by  the  Combined  Production  and  Resources 
Board."  In  September  of  this  year  it 
was  stated  that  the  Commercial  Solvents 
Corporation  (a  U.S.  concern)  had  been 
retained  to  act  as  consultant  in  the  work  of 
completing  a  plant  in  Britain  capable  of 
producing  100,000  million  units  annually, 
and  on  October  4  the  Minister  stated  that 
seven  plants— six  of  them  pilot  plants — 
were  at  that  time  producing  penicillin. 
Nine  large-scale  plants  were  "expected  to 
come  into  operation"  at  various  dates 
within  the  next  six  months ;  two  were 
"about  to  start."  Production  is  not 
open  to  individual  .pharmacists,  except  on 
a  philanthropic  basis.  They  must  give  a 
guarantee  that  they  are  prepared  to  distribute 
the  filtrate  free  [our  italics]. 

In  the  meantime,  95  per  cent,  of  the 
plant  construction  plan  under"  the  U.S. 
penicillin  programme  set  in  operation  in 
June  1943  had  been  completed  by  April 
of  this  year,  and  she  has  been  able  to 
send,  in  addition,  "small  supplies"  to  the 
Canadian  Government  for  civilian  use  (the 
Dominion's  military  requirements  being 
produced  within  her  own  borders) ;  to 
Eire  (at  least  two,  with  the  prospect  of 
more) ;  to  South  Africa ;  and  elsewhere. 

What  has  gone  wrong  with  penicillin 
production  in  this  country  we  do  not 
profess  to  know.  The  function  of  a  "pilot" 
plant,  whatever  it  is,  is  evidently  not  to 
lead  the  way,  while  a  corrected  paragraph 
in  ' '  The  Times ' '  on  November  3  indicates 
that  one  at  least  of  the  large  manufacturers, 
if  called  upon  for  supplies  of  penicillin, 
would  be  compelled  to  answer  in  the  words 
of  the  nursery  rhyme  quoted  at  the  head 
of  this  commentary.  That  the  country  of  its 
origin  should  not,  after  so  many  months, 
be  in  a  position  to  meet  her  own  penicillin 
requirements,  let  alone  to  export,  is  an 
inexcusable  paradox. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
was.  held  in  London  on  October  31  and 
November  1,  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  (president) 
in  the  chair.  The  President  said  he  had 
to  announce  with  regret  the  death  of 
Dr.  E.  F.  Kelly  (secretary  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association),  who  had  been 
a  good:  friend  of  the  Society. 

Tuesday's  Session 

To  provide  opportunities  for  members 
in  the  Forces  to  vote,  it  was  agreed  to 
approach  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council 
for  a  direction  under  the  Chartered  and 
Other  Bodies  (Temporary  Provisions)  Acts, 
1939  and  1941,  authorising  a  procedure 
similar  to  that  followed  in  1944  to  be 
adopted  in  1945.  The  points  involved  are 
that  nominations  shall  be  received  on  or 
before  December  20,  1944 ;  nominees  shall 
be  notified  on  or  before  January  1,  1945; 
acceptances  of  nomination  shall  be  received 
on  or  before  January  10,  1945;  and  voting 
papers  shall  be  issued  on  or  before  February 
1,  1945,  to  persons  whose  names  appear  on 
the  Register  on  December  31,  1944. 

Letters  were  received  from  the  Torquay 
Branch  conveying  resolutions  (a)  asking  the 
Society  to  fix  adequate  dispensing  fees  for 
the  whole  country;  and  (b)  deprecating 
the  idea  of  countenancing  any  class  of 
"dispensers,"  on  the  grounds  that  all 
dispensing  should  be  done  by  pharmacists 
or  persons  training  to  be  pharmacists.  It 
was  agreed  to  reply  giving  the  Council's 
views  on  the  first  resolution  and  stating 
that  the  second  would  be  referred  to  the 
Joint  Committee  on  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Service;  and  from  Professor  J.  A. 
Gunn,  resigning  his  membership  of  the 
editorial  committee  of  the  "Quarterly 
Journal  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology," 
of  which  he  has  been  chairman  for  some 
years,  on  personal  grounds.  His  resignation 
was  accepted  with  regret,  and  appreciation 
was  expressed  of  his  services.  A  letter  from 
the  Clerk  to  the  Privy  Council  conveyed  an 
Order  in  Council  approving  amendments  to 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

Wednesday's  Proceedings 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead) 
reported  that,  since  the  previous  meeting, 
fifty-five  persons  had  been  registered  as 
apprentices  or  students;  there  had  been 
five  applications  for  restoration  to  the 
Register  from  chemists  or  druggists  re- 


moved during  previous  years  ;  seven  appli- 
cations from  persons  whose  names  had  been 
removed  from  the  Register  during  the  present 
year;  and  one  application  for  restoration 
of  premises  removed  from  the  Register 
during  the  previous  year.  The  Council 
agreed  to  grant  all  the  applications. 

Educational  Matters 

Mr.  G.  R.  Knox  Mawer,  moving  accept- 
ance of  the  minutes  of  the  Education 
Committee,  announced  that  Wright,  Lay- 
man &  Umney,  Ltd.,  had  offered  an  annual 
prize  (the  Umney  Memorial  prize),  con- 
sisting of  pharmaceutical  books  and/or' 
apparatus,  to  the  value  of  £25,  to  be 
awarded  by  the  Council  after  a  competitive 
examination  in  practical  pharmaceutics, 
and  to  be  open  to  students  who  exhibited 
a  high  standard  of  work  in  practical  phar- 
maceutics in  one  of  the  Qualifying  exam- 
inations in  the  summer  of  the  current  year. 
The  Council  agreed  to  accept  the  offer 
and  to  convey  its  warm  appreciation  to 
the  company,  the  Chairman  adding  that 
the  example  was  one  that  others  might 
follow.  The  chairman  reported  that  there 
had  been  an  informal  discussion  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Students'  Association  upon  various  resolu- 
tions submitted  by  that  body.  The  Associa- 
tion's representatives  had  expressed  them- 
selves satisfied  that  their  views  were 
appreciated  by  the  Council,  that  they  were 
being  given  full  consideration,  and  that  the 
Council  was  anxious  to  help  the  Association 
in  every  possible  way.  Mr.  Wells  con- 
tinued that  a  letter  had  been  received  from 
a  member  of  the  Society  drawing  attention 
to  the  shortage  of  pharmaceutical  textbooks 
owing  to  restrictions  on  paper,  and  it  was 
agreed  to  make  representations  to  the 
Minister  of  Education  and  Paper  Control 
concerning  the  matter. 

Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine,  moving  the  minutes 
of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee,  called 
attention  to  the  appreciable  amount 
obtained  through  the  collecting  boxes,  and 
thought  that  the  system  might  be  extended. 
The  Committee  approved  the  names  of  five 
persons  to  be  placed  on  the  list  of  approved 
candidates  as  annuitants  ;  six  applications 
for  assistance  had  been  granted. 

Organisation  and  Public  Services 

Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson,  moving  the  minutes 
of  the  Organisation  Committee,  reported 
that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  a 
lecture  on  "Rheology"  by  Dr.  Scott-Blair 
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at  the  December  meeting.  Members  who 
appeared  mystified  by  the  term  were 
informed  that  it  meant  "  the  flow  of  goods." 
Mr-  J.  T.  Appleton,  moving  the  minutes 
of  the  Public  Services.  Committee,  reported 
that  the  Committee  had  considered  a 
suggestion  that,  when  a  chief  pharmacist, 
or  a  pharmacist  in  sole  charge  of  a  hospital, 
was  appointed,  the  selection  committee 
should  include  an  experienced  hospital 
pharmacist.  The  Committee  recommended 
a  further  distribution  of  copies  of  "The 
Pharmacist  in  Hospitals"  to  hospital 
authorities,  with  a  covering  letter.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharma- 
cists on  the  Committee  were  thoroughly 
satisfied,  as  to  the  method  of  sending  out 
the  circulars'.  A  member  said  that,  when 
the  matter  had  been  brought  up  on  the 
Publicity  Committee,  it  had  been  recom- 
mended that  a  copy  of  the  booklet  should 
be  sent  to  all  hospitals  in  the  country  and 
to  public  meetings,  that  it  should  be 
reported  in  the  Press,  and  that  the  public 
mind  should  be  educated  on  the  importance 
of  employing  only  qualified  pharmacists  to 
dispense  in  hospitals.  The  Guild  should  be 
invited  to  send  in  new  ideas.  The  Chair- 
man replied  that  the  publication  was  up 
to  date.  Mr.  L.  M.  Parry  thought  the 
sending  out  of  the  book  to  all  hospitals 
redundant,  but  there  were  a  few  hospitals 
where  there  was  no  qualified  man. 

Law  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  pre- 
sented by  Sir  Malcolm  Delevingne, 
showed  that  the  premises  of  688  authorised 
sellers,  hi  listed  sellers  and  366  drug-stores 
and  similar  traders  had  been  visited  by  the 
Society's  inspectors  and  agents  since  the 
previous  meeting.  Eleven  cases  of  alleged 
infringements  were  considered  and  approT 
priate  action  taken.  The  chairman  re- 
ported on  the  Committee's  receipt  from  the 
manufacturers  of  Rodine  of  a  suggestion 
that  a  distinctive  label  might  be  added 
to  the  poisonous  variety  of  that  preparation, 
and  the  Committee  expressed  satisfaction 
and  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  the 
proprietors  in  this  direction.  A  report  was 
received  concerning  the  extent  to  which 
the  special  restrictions  applying  to  the  sale 
of  First  Schedule  poisons  were  observed 
in  respect  of  Sedormid.  The  report  indi- 
cated that  the  situation  generally  was 
satisfactory.  Where  irregularities  had  come 
to  light  action  had  been  taken. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee the  Council  agreed  to  submit  a  report 
to  the  Home  Office  drawing  attention  to  the 


way  in  which  the  consequences  of  disciplin- 
ary action,  taken  by  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee of  the  Society  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  had  been 
evaded  in  certain  instances. 

North  British  Executive 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  North 
British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  in  Edinburgh  on  October 
25,  Mr.  John  Anderson  in  the  chair. 
Members  were  asked  if  they  would  prefer 
to  have  future  minutes  circulated  so  soon 
as  possible  after  each  meeting,  or  whether 
the  present  method  of  circulating  minutes 
immediately  before  the  next  succeeding 
meeting  should  be  adhered  to ;  it  was 
agreed  to  continue  the  present  procedure. 

Refresher  Course  in  Edinburgh 

The  Resident  Secretary  reported  that 
a  refresher  course  for  pharmacists  was 
commenced  at  the  Heriot-Watt  College, 
Edinburgh,  on  October  18.  The  course 
comprised  ten  weekly  classes,  and  included 
lectures,  demonstrations  and  practical 
work.  It  was  learned  that  arrangements 
had  been  made  in  Aberdeen  and  Glasgow 
for  similar  courses.  Mr.  McAdam  said  that 
Professor  Todd  (Royal  Technical  College, 
Glasgow)  had  given  his  opinion  that  a 
refresher  course  could  successfully  be 
carried  on  in  the  way  of  a  correspondence 
course. 

A  list  of  names  selected  by  the  nomina- 
tion committee  was  approved  to  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Council  for  appointment  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Scotland  for  1945. 

Membership  and  Meetings 

The  Resident  Secretary  reported  that 
there  had  been  several  seceders  from  mem- 
bership during  the  year.  A  letter  had  been 
received  from  the  Department  of  Health 
giving  the  names  of  three  men  who  were 
under  agreement  with  insurance  com- 
mittees, but  whose  names  had  been  removed 
from  the  Register  owing  to  failure  to  pay 
the  retention  fee.  The  Department  had 
been  informed  that  two  of  the  seceders 
had  now  paid  and  the  other  had  closed 
his  shop.  .Successful  branch  meetings  in 
Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  were  reported. 

The  Resident  Secretary  reported  that 
Professor  Sir  William  Wright  Smith  (a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Scotland)  had  been  elected  President  of  the  . 
Royal  Society,  and  it  was  agreed  that  a 
congratulatory  letter  should  be  sent  to  him. 
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ADDRESSES  ON  EMPLOYEE  ORGANISATION 


"Employee  Organisation"  was  the  subject 
of  a  meeting  arranged  by  the  Junior 
Branch  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  held  on  October  8,  Mr.  W. 
Robson  in  the  chair.  Pharmacist  members 
of  the  unions  connected  with  pharmacy  were 
present.  Mr.  J.  Gilmour,  for  the  National 
Union  Of  Distributive  and  Allied  Workers, 
said  it  was  essential  that  employees  should 
be  organised,  and  his  union  had  the  machin- 
ery -available  and  the  experience  for 
negotiating  with  Government  departments 
and  local  authorities.  The  questions  in 
retail  pharmacy  were  largely  connected 
with  salaries  and  status.  He  favoured 
equal  pay  for  qualified  men  and  women. 
The  National  Joint  Industrial  Council  was  a 
step  in  the  right  direction  but  it  did  not  go . 
far  enough. — Mr.  R.  C.  Laws  (Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Employees)  said  the  A.P.E. 
started  in  1935,  and  was  linked  with  the 
Shop  Assistants'  Union.  It  had  negotiated 
terms  and  conditions  of  employment  in  com- 
pany shops,  and  had  the  backing  of  the 
Trades  Union  Congress.  He  stood  for  equal 
pay  for  both  sexes. — Mr.  Armitage  said 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Employees' 
Union  was  a  registered  trade  union  which 


catered  only  for  pharmacy.  It  was  initiated 
and  carried  on  by  pharmacists,  and  had 
no  interest  other  than  pharmacy.  Member- 
ship was  divided  into  three  classes :  (a) 
Pharmacists ;  (h)  assistants ;  (c)  appren- 
tices ;  with  suitable  subscriptions  from 
each  class. — Mr.  Ross  Mansell  (Association 
of  Scientific  Workers)  said  vested  interests 
exploited  the  pharmacist  and  his  qualifica- 
tion. The  time  had  come  when  he  should 
cease  to  be  regarded  as  a  superior  type  of 
shop  assistant.  He  was  university-trained 
and  should  be  ranked  as  a  professional  man. 
Hospital  pharmacists  were  badly  treated 
and  insufficiently  paid.  The  A.Sc.W.  was 
non-political  and  interested  in  pharmacists 
only.  For  pharmacy  they  had  an  autono- 
mous and  separate  organisation.  In  the 
course  of  a  long  discussion,  interest  was 
shown  in  salary  scales,  rate  of  pay  per  hour 
as  it  would  affect  the  new  dispensing 
service,  etc.  One  speaker  suggested  an 
amalgamation  of  all  the  unions  into  one 
body  really  representative  of  pharmacy 
and  this  was  applauded  by  the  audience. 
A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speakers,  proposed] 
by  the  Chairman,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  H. 
Burlinson,  was  carried  with  applause. 


SPEECH  DAY  AT  MANCHESTER 


Speech  Day  was  held  at  the  pharmacy 
department  of  Manchester  University  on 
October  18,  the  president  of  the  Manchester 
Association  (Mr.  W.  E.  Phillipson)  in  the 
chair.  Reporting  on  the  pharmacy  depart- 
ment, Mr.  H.  Brindle  said  that  there 
had  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  students  taking  the  higher  qualifications. 
Students  taking  the  B.Sc.  (Pharm.)  and 
Ph.C.  courses  now  outnumbered  the  Che- 
mist and  Druggist  students,  and  the 
proportion  would  have  been  greater  if  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  had  not  limited  the 
number  of  men  students  to  the  pre-war 
average.  This  interest  in  the  higher 
qualification  augured  well  for  the  future  of 
pharmacy.  An  arrangement  had  been 
made  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Manchester  whereby  students  who  had 
taken  the  B.Sc.  and  Ph.C.  courses  could 
serve  their  pupilage  in  the  Manchester 
municipal  hospitals,  and  negotiations  were 
taking  place  with  the  larger  voluntary 
hospitals  for  similar  facilities.  The  regula- 
tions did  not  permit  the  passing  of  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  examination  before 
apprenticeship,  but  this  might  be  modified 
in  the  future. 


A  second  refresher  course  for  pharmacists! 
had  been  held  early  in  the  session,  and] 
again  the  accommodation  available  had  I 
been  taken  up.  Arrangements  were  being! 
made  for  a  course  of  a  somewhat  different! 
type  some  time  this  session. 

Scholarships  and  Research 

Miss   B.   Lovell   was  recommended  as] 
Woolley  scholar  for  a  second  year.  She! 
had  been  working  on  anti-malarials,  •  somel 
intended  to  replace  quinine  and  others  to| 
reinforce  the  action  of  quinine.  J.  Woolley,! 
Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  renewed  the  Woolley  I 
scholarship  for  another  term  of  five  years.! 
Mr.  J.  J.  Lewis  had  been  recommended! 
for  the  award  of  the  Allen  &  Hanburys 
scholarship  this  year.    Research  was  pro- 
ceeding on  such  subjects  as  the  spray 
drying  of  vegetable  extracts,  relationship 
of   genetics   to   plant   constituents,  and 
removal  of  pyrogens  from  fluids  for  intra- 
venous injection.

Glover;  Manchester  Branch  prize,  E. 
Harris ;  Mr.  H.  K.  Oldfield's  prize,  divided 
between  K.  A.  Lees  and  G.  E.  Davies; 
Mr.  F.  C.  Baines'  prize  (Extra  Pharmaco- 
poeia), S.  H.  Scott;  Mr.  T.  B.  Chadwick's 
prizes  (copies  of  a  history  of  pharmacy), 
Miss  Stella  Rivers  and  Miss  N.  Hartley. 

The  prizes  were  distributed  by  Mr.  E,  S. 
Watts,  who  said  the  future  of  pharmacy 
lay  in  the  hands  of  the  students  preparing 
to  qualify.  They  had  a  craft  that  was  more 
than  a  business,  and  he  thought  the  pro- 
fessional side  would  be  greatly  developed 

NORTH  LONDON 

The  North  Metropolitan  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  met  on  October  17 
to  discuss  the  matters  affecting  pharmacy 
under  the  proposed  National  Health  Service 
and  to  instruct  Branch  delegates. 

Organisation 

Dr.  T.  Dewar  opened  a  discussion  on 
"Organisation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vice." He  thought  the  proposed  advisory 
bodies  *to  the  Minister  of  Health  (central 
and  local  health  services  councils)  should 
work  well,  provided  strong  representations  . 
could  be  made  from  the  outside  (e.g.  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society).  The  Pharmacy 
Board  proposed  to  employ  all  pharmacists; 
it  should  not  be  subservient  to  the  medical 
boards.  For  thirty  years  there  had  been 
no  statutory  pharmaceutical  representation 
on  Insurance  Committees,  and  pharmacists 
must  insist  on  adequate  representation  on 
the  new  bodies. 

Mr.  Davies  asked  who  would  be  phar- 
macy's representatives,  and  how  could 
members  be  assured  of  getting  the  right 
men  in  the  right  places ;  who  would  appoint 
or  elect  them  ? — Dr.  Dewar  said  no  guid- 
ance had  yet  been  given  on  this  point. 
They  might  all  be  civil  servants. 

Mr.  Stanley  favoured  joint  representa- 
tion on  the  advisory  bodies  rather  than 
parallel  organisations.  The  meeting  then 
drew  up  the  following  motions  for  guidance 
of  the  delegates : — 

That  adequate  pharmaceutical  representa- 
tion be  demanded  on  the  central  and  local 
health  services    councils,    and    that  such 


by  the  coming  changes  in  the  health 
services.  Votes  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Watts, 
proposed  by  Miss  I.  Roberts,  and  to  the 
donors  of  the  prizes,  proposed  by  Dr.. 
Bullock,  were  carried  enthusiastically. 

President's  Address 

The  President  of  the  Association 
(Mr.  W.  E.  Phillipson)  said  it  was  reason- 
able that  from  time  to  time  they  should 
remove  their  thoughts  from  the  preoccupa- 
tion of  the  moment  and  apply  themselves 
to  what  the  future  had  in  prospect.  Phar- 
macy had  made  enormous  advances  in  its 
technical,  educational  and  scientific  aspects. 
It  was  pharmacists  themselves  who  had 
been  found  wanting.  To  succeed,  the 
pharmacist  must  have  knowledge  and 
ability,  and  add  continually  to  his  technical 
background.  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  proposed 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Phillipson. 

DISCUSSES  N.H.S. 

councils  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  on 
pharmaceutical  matters  instead  of  having 
special  bodies  set  up  for  that  purpose. 

That  matters  affecting  pharmacists  be  not 
dealt  with  by  local  committees  of  the  Central 
Medical  Board  unless  an  adequate  number  of 
pharmacists,  elected  by  pharmacists  in  the 
area  of  each  committee,  are  members  of  such 
committees. 

.  Remuneration 

Introducing  a  discussion  on  "Remuner- 
ation for  Pharmaceutical  Service,"  Mr. 
Hearle  said  that  all  pharmacists  were 
agreed  that  the  present  rate  of  remuneration 
was  unsatisfactory  and  that  the  rest  of 
the  business  should  not  subsidise  State 
dispensing.  Nothing  could  be  learned  from 
the  White  Paper  itself.  The  N.P.U.  pro- 
posals attempted  something  concrete  (profit 
on  drugs,  adequate  fee,  and  container 
charge) . 

Mr.  Davies  suggested  a  percentage 
rental  for  premises,  and  a  sliding  scale 
according  to  number  of  prescriptions. 
This,  he  said,  would  operate  so  that  large 
establishments  would  not  benefit  dispro- 
portionately. 

Mr.  Rowe  said  the  salary  scale  decided 
upon  by  the  National  Joint  Industrial 
Council  would  have  a  bearing  on  the  terms 
proposed. — Another  member  stated  that 
civil  servants,  grade  3,  received  a  maximum 
salary  of  ^310. 

'  Mr.  Blackwell  thought  the  terms 
would  depend  upon  how  the  case  for 
pharmacy  was  presented,  and  upon  the 
services  demanded. 
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SOME  TROPICAL  DISEASES  AND  THEIR  TREATMENT

Diseases  due  to  Rickettsias 
and  Viruses 

Dengue  fever  is  widely  distributed  in 
tropical  and  subtropical  countries,  and  is 
particularly  prevalent  along  coastal  areas 
where  the  mosquitoes  concerned  in  its 
transmission  breed.  It  is  caused  by  a 
filterable  virus  circulating  in  the  blood  and 
passed  on  to  man  by  Aedes  cegypti  and 
probably  A.  albopictus  and  Armigeres 
obturbans.  These  insects,  after  first  receiving 
the  virus,  remain  infective  for  the  rest  of 
their  lives— about  two  months.  After  an 
incubation  period  of  five  to  ten  days,  there 
is  an  acute  fever  which  simulates  influenza, 
from  which  it  may  be  recognised  by  the 
absence  of  a  rash  in  the  latter,  and  by  the 
lack  of  nasal  discharge.  It  is  also  similar  in 
its  symptoms  to  sandfly  fever,  with  which  it 
is  thought  by  some  to  be  identical.  The 
disease  sometimes  exists  in  epidemic  form, 
but  it  is  rarely  fatal.  During  convalescence 
there  is  much  depression  and  insomnia. 
It  has  been  noticed  that  a  temporary 
immunity  may  be  set  up  in  some  cases. 
Destruction  of  the  mosquitoes  and  the 
usual  precautionary  measures  are  the  best 
prophylactics  against  dengue,  and,  when 
the  disease  has  been  contracted,  careful 
nursing  is  essential,  no  drug  being  specific. 
There  is  no  response  to  sulphonamides. 

Sandfly  Fever 

Sandfly  fever  occurs  in  many  parts  of 
the  world,  particularly  in  southern  Europe, 
Africa,  north  and  south  America,  and 
India.  It  is  caused  by  a  filterable  virus 
which  is  transmitted  to  man  by  the  bite 
of  an  insect  known  as  the  sandfly,  Phle- 
botomus  papatasii  and  possibly  other  species 
of  phlebotomus.  The  insects  cause  painful 
bites  which  they  inflict  at  dusk  and  sunrise ; 
during  the  day  they  hide  in  dark  crevices 
and  are  not  seen.  So  powerful  is  their  bite 
that  they  are  able  to  go  through  thin  cloth- 
ing, and  they  chiefly  attack  the  ankles  and 
wrists.  Only  the  females  suck  blood.  The 
fever  is  short  and  sharp,  after  an  incubation 
period  of  from  two  to  seven  days,  and 
convalescence,  as  with  dengue,  is  associated 
with  mental  depression  and  insomnia.  The 
mortality  rate  is  almost  negligible.  As  with 
dengue  also,  a  slight  immunity  is  set  up  for 
an  indefinite  period,    There  are  no  specific 


drugs  in  its  treatment,  careful  nursing  and 
attention  to  diet  being  essential. 

Typhus:  Causative  Organism  and  Vector 

-^Typhus  is  a  serious  disease  which,  in  its 
epidemic  or  exanthematic'form,  is  of  world- 
wide occurrence,  especially  during  wars  and 
famines.  Even  in  peace-time  a  careful 
watch  must  be  kept  upon  its  incidence. 
The  possibility  of  its  entry  into  Great 
Britain  by  men  returning  from  abroad 
must  not  be  minimised ;  certainly  the 
possibility  of  its  widespread  occurrence  in 
Europe  at  the  end  of  the  present  war  is 
considerable.  Its  presence  already  seems 
to  be  on  the  increase  in  the  Balkans, 
Poland,  Hungary  and  Germany.  Few  cases 
have  been  reported  among  the  Middle 
East  Forces.  A  recent  outbreak  in  Naples 
will  be  remembered. 

Exanthematic  typhus  is  caused  by  a 
species  of  rickettsia,  R.  prowazeki,  and  is 
transmitted  to  man  by  the  body  louse, 
Pediculus  humanus,  in  the  alimentary 
canal  of  which  the  organism  develops, 
passing  out  with  the  faeces,  which  thus 
become  highly  infectious.  Rickettsias  are 
smaller  than  bacteria,  and  yet  not  so  small 
as  viruses,  and  they  cause  a  vajiety  of 
allied  diseases  in  man,  the  insect  vectors 
varying.  For  example,  the  Japanese  and 
far-eastern  tsutsugamushi  disease  is  due  to 
R.  orientalis ;  trench  fever  to  R.  quintana 
and,  like  typhus,  transmitted  by  the  louse ; 
and  there  are  certain  tick  and  mite  fevers, 
such  as  the  South  African  tick  fever. 
Infection  from  the  louse  fasces  takes  place 
by  scratching  the  irritation,  thus  allowing 
the  rickettsia  to  pass  through  the  cuticle. 

Symptoms  of  Typhus  and  Treatment 

The  early  symptoms  of  typhus  are 
similar  to  those  of  typhoid,  relapsing  fever] 
malaria  and  sandfly  fever,  and  thus  theii 
significance  may  be  missed.  The  fever  i< 
highly  contagious,  the  onset  is  sudden 
there  is  a  mottled  rash,  and  it  is  terminated] 
by  a  sudden  crisis  at  the  end  of  about  a 
fortnight.  There  is  also  delirium  andl 
intense  headache.  The  mortality  rate  is 
higher  in  cases  over  thirty  years  old,  anc 
after  fifty  the  disease  is  usually  fatal.  11 
is  important,  therefore,  that  only  personne 
under  thirty  years  of  age  should  be  allowec 
to  deal  with  cases  of  typhus;  they  shoulc 
have  typhus  vaccine  as  a  prophylactic. 
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Good  nursing  is  essential  in  typhus,  as 
here  are  no  specific  drugs  for  the  disease, 
t  is  exceedingly  important  that  the  pa- 
tent's body  should  be  carefully  examined 
or  lice,  and  as  these  parasites  frequent 
lairy  parts  of  the  body,  the  hair  must  be 
emoved,  care  being  taken  by  the  operator 
Lot  to  become  contaminated.  Recently  itv 
Las  been  found  that  ^-sulphonamidoben- 
amidine  hydrochloride  has  a  definite 
Gtion  on  mice  infected  by  R.  prowazeki, 
mt  this  has  not  been  confirmed  in  man.  It 
s  usual  at  the' present  time  to  inoculate 
vith  a  typhus  vaccine— various  types  of 
vhich  have  been  prepared — all  persons 
kely  to  come  into  contact  with  typhus,  or 
vho  may  contract  it  in  the  field.  In  Cox's 
accine,  the  rickettsias  are  grown  in  the 
oik  sac  of  hens'  eggs,  and  the  killed  sus- 
•ension  used  to  give  immunity. 

Eradication  of  lice  is  essential  in  typhus 
ontrol,  and  vigorous  delousing  is  carried 
ut  whenever  possible  when  these  insects 
ppear  among  soldiers  in  the  field.  More 
nportant  is  to  prevent  infestation  by  lice, 
nd  this  was  attempted  in  Great  Britain 

few  years  ago  by  using  a  finely  powdered 
isecticide  to  dust  on  underwear,  or  by 
praying  the  clothes  with  solutions  of 
hiocyanates.  The  Russians  have  used  two 
ynthetic  substances,  diphenylamine  dust 
nd  bis-ethyl  xanthogen,  with  which  to 
npregnate  the  clothes.  Recently,  however, 

new  synthetic  substance  has  been  found 
o  be  far  superior.  This  is  DDT  (C/  6-  D., 
Lugust  26,  p.  225). 

rellow  Fever :  Virus  and  Vectors 

.The  condition  known  as  yellow  fever  was 
riginally  a  West  African  disease,  which 
pread  to  the  New  World  in  slave-trading 
ays,  and  is  now  found  in  Mexico,  the 
outhern  states  of  America,  and  tropical  and 
ubtropical  south  and  .  central  America, 
he  disease  has  not  spread  to  Asia  or 
lustralia,  and  a  recent  outbreak  in  the 
udan  was  probably  due  to  transmission  by 
eroplane.  It  has  occurred  in  Europe 
Spain,  Portugal  and  Italy)  and  there  are 
ecords  of  outbreaks  in  certain  ports  in 
rreat  Britain.  The  fever  is  a  virus  disease 
rhich,  in  West  Africa,  is  transmitted  by  a 
losquito,  Aedes  cegypti,  but  it  is  also 
nown  that  the  disease  can  be  passed  on 
y  at  least  twenty-two  other  species, 
Dgether  with  certain  flies,  bed-bugs,  ticks 
nd.  cockroaches.  In  South  America  yellow 
iver  is  primarily  a  disease  of  the  jungle 
aimals ;  its  transmission  to  man  is  sub- 
diary,   and  the  animals  constitute  the 


main  reservoir  of  infection.  The  type  is 
known  as  jungle  yellow  fever,  and  it  affects 
only  forest  workers.  Its  transmission  is  from 
animal  to  animal  by  means  of  mosquitoes, 
and  the  condition  has  been  shown  to  occur 
where  Aedes  cegypti  has  not  penetrated, 
e.g.  into  parts  of  Brazil  and  Columbia.  The 
belief  is  now  held,  but  not  proved,  that 
jungle  yellow  fever  also  occurs  in  West 
Africa.  Three  types  of  fever  may  now  be 
recognised  in  South  America:  jungle 
yellow  fever  not  transmitted  by  Aedes 
cegypti,  and  the  rural  and  urban  fevers 
which  are  transmitted  by  the  insect. 

The  disease  is  widespread,  though  its 
range  is  restricted,  and  it  has  been  shown 
that  many  people  die  from  it  without 
visible  signs  of  an  outbreak.  The  virus 
shows  affinities  for  two  human  tissues,  the 
visceral  and  the  neural,  and  may  also 
.  occur  in  both  at  the  same  time  ;  it  may  be 
grown  easily  and  rapidly  upon  chick 
embryo  when  the  toxicity  of  the  virus  is 
lessened,  and  a  vaccine  may  be  prepared. 
Even  a  slight  attack  of  yellow  fever  con- 
fers lasting  immunity.  The  vaccine  is 
unstable  and  must  be  stored  in  ice. 

Diagnosis  and  Symptoms 

Yellow  fever,  which  simulates  many 
other  tropical  diseases,  can  only  be  recog- 
nised with  certainty  by  confirming  the 
presence  of  the  virus.  This  is  done  by 
injecting  blood  from  the  patient  into 
rhesus  monkeys,  mice  or  hedgehogs  and 
observing  the  effects  produced.  Another 
test  is  the  mouse  protection  test,  which 
consists  in  injecting  a  strain  of  yellow- 
fever  virus',  together  with  serum,  from  the 
patient  into  mice  when,  if  the  patient  has 
an  immunity  to  the  fever,  the  mice  sur- 
vive. Yellow  fever  may  be  shown  to  have 
occurred  if  the  test  at  the  start  of  an  illness 
is  negative  and  at  convalescence  is  positive. 
When  fatal  cases  occur,  examination  of 
certain  characteristic  hepatic  changes  con- 
firms the  presence  of  yellow-fever  virus. 
Yellow  fever  shows  symptoms  which  may 
be  mild  or  severe.  In  severe  cases  it  resem- 
bles the  illness  caused  by  leptospira,  but 
the  jaundice  is  more  severe  in  the  later 
stages.  In  the  later  stages  also,  black 
vomit  occurs,  while  the  albuminaria  char- 
acteristic of  the  disease  becomes  more 
marked.  There  is  no  specific  against 
yellow  fever,  and  -careful  nursing  is  essen- 
tial. Convalescent  serum  may  reduce  the 
severity  of  an  attack  if  given  early  enough, 
but  is  not  of  much  use  in  the  later 
stages.

The  week  under  review  has  again  been 
rather  dull  so  far  as  business  is  concerned, . 
with  the  comment  "very  little  doing" 
heard  in  most  quarters.  Whilst  a  few  prices 
have  undergone  slight  modifications,  the 
extent  of  the  movements  is  entirely  without 
significance.  Most  items  are  firm,  with  the 
supply  position  short.  In  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  business  has  been  of  a 
routine  character,  with  the  demand  steady, 
and  supplies  reasonably  good.  No  impor- 
tant price  changes  have  been  notified. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  drug  market  is  quiet,  with  few 
changes  in  quotations,  but  with  a  firm  tone 
throughout.  A  better  demand  is  noted 
for  Curacao  Aloes  ;  it  is  understood 
that  further  quotas  have  been  issued. 
Supplies  of  Sumatra  Benzoin  are  now 
exhausted.  A  slightly  increased  price  is 
quoted  for  Chaulmoogra.  Cloves  remains 
firm,  but  business  in  this  and  other  spice 
products  is  quiet.  Dragon's  blood  is  now 
practically  unobtainable.  Ergot  remains  in 
poor  supply.  It  is  understood  that  there  are 
still  offers  of  "Brazilian  Menthol.  A  good 
demand  is  again  noted  for  native  red 
Sarsaparilla  but,  although  recent  arrivals 
are  reported,  none  has  so  far  come  on  to  the 
market.  Dill  seed  is  easier.  Tragacanth 
is  wanted,  but  not  too  easy  to  obtain. 

Essential  Oils 

Practically  nothing  worthy  of  comment 
has  occurred  in  the  essential  oil  markets 
during  the  week.  Supplies  of  essential  oils 
remaining  outside  the  scope  of  the  control 
scheme  are  extremely  meagre,  and  high 
prices  are  wanted.  The  Ministry  of  Food 
announces  that  there  will  be  no  change  in 
the  existing  prices  of  unrefined  oils  and  fats 
and  technical  animal  fats  allocated  to 
primary  wholesalers  and  large  trade  users 
during  the  four  weeks  ending  December  2.
